GEAR FOR SURVIVAL — Selected trans- 
portation and storage items are on the current 
government list of post-atomic-attack essentials. 
Office of Defense Mobilization has named them 
as: Tank trucks and trailers; railway tank cars; 
rigid, transportable and collapsible, portable stor- 
age tanks; and Lyster bags. Health equipment 
and light, power, and fuel supplies also are among 
the survival items (DISTRIBUTION AGE, Jan., p. 19). 


TESTIMONY GOES WELL—A good im- 
pression apparently has been made by ICC on the 
Moulder subcommittee examining regulatory agen- 
cies. Recent testimony by ICC Chairman Howard 
G. Freas was well-taken by this House group. The 
ICC, he emphasized, is fully independent of the 
executive branch of government in performing 
its duties. Other agencies have fared less well 
with the subcommittee. 


FORWARDERS ATTACK MAIL COSTS— 
Postal rate increases considered by Congress 
would put a squeeze on many users of mail. The 
Freight Forwarders Institute has pointed out how 
forwarders would be damaged. Planned increases 
would cost forwarders at least $750,000 to $1 mil- 
lion a year, the Institute estimates. Their expense- 
to-income ratio is very high. The Institute fears 
the greater mailing costs would erase perhaps 25 
per cent of their annual net income. 


CALL FOR FAIR TAXES—Private busi- 
ness strongly protests tax laws unfairly aiding co- 
operative enterprises. The Material Handling 
Equipment Distributors Assn. complained to the 
House Ways and Means Committee of special tax 
privileges for cooperatives. The group called for 
equitable tax treatment for all types of business. 
Ways and Means also heard specific complaints 
of taxes favoring cooperatively-owned grain ele- 
vators. 


SENATE BACKS THREE—Nominations of 
three ICC commissioners have been confirmed by 
the Senate. Anthony F. Arpaia and Rupert L. 
Murphy, approved for reappointment, are to serve 
seven years. Abe McGregor Goff is to serve 
through 1959, completing the term of Owen F. 
Clarke. In another action affecting ICC personnel, 
Stephen A. Aplin was named director of the Bu- 
reau of Rates and Practices. He succeeds Frank 
E. Mullen, who retired. 
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PLANS 17 NEW SHIPS—Federal budget 
proposal for Maritime Administration requests 
funds for 17 new ships. Congress is asked to pro- 
vide, in the year starting July 1, $132 million in 
subsidy aid for 16 dry cargo ships and big passen- 
ger liner. Maritime Administration also asked 
$20 million to pay for older ships traded in and 
$5 million for research and development. It wants 
$3 million for warehousing and administration. 


ICC EYES DATA CALL—Under ICC study 
is the suggestion that Class I general freight 
truckers file added material quarterly. New fil- 
ings would consist of accounting and statistical 
data. These would be analyzed to identify motor 
carrier cost trends. The American Trucking 
Assns. and National Motor Freight Traffic Assn. 
has recommended that the ICC require the added 
details. Figures would be useful to both the in- 
dustry and ICC, the petitioners said. 


GAS STORED IN ICE—Ice pit storage has 
high potential as an aviation gasoline preserver, 
the Army Corps of Engineers has revealed. En- 
gineers tried this technique in the Arctic, placing 
gas in pits, covering pits with plywood, and seal- 
ing them with slush. Gas did not evaporate during 
a half-year of storage. Research crews reported 
the gas in better condition when dug out than 
when first stored. 


DENY ADDED FORWARDER CHARGES 
Shippers successfully protested to ICC a higher- 
rate application by freight forwarders. ICC sus- 
pended the application. It would have (1) boosted 
package and class-rate charges on shipments to 
and from off-line points and (2) raised some 
minimums. Forwarders then disclosed a change 
of plans. Apparent aim was to try for a higher 
minimum on transcontinental shipments and to 
forego balance of their proposal. 


CONTAINER PACE SLOW—Shipments of 
containers and packaging products apparently 
were lagging this year behind those in 1957. Using 
incomplete figures, the U. S. Commerce Dept. esti- 
mates operations in the industry in 1957 approxi- 
mated those in 1956. Activity increased last year 
in converted flexible packaging products, glass 
containers, and paper milk containers. Metal can, 
steel drum, and textile bag shipments decreased

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Times Like These .. 


Today, we heard of the first layoff among in- 
dustrial traffic personnel, attributed to the cur- 
rent dip in business activity. 

He was just a staff man, without title. But he 
was the only person in the department with a 
formal education in traffic management. He was 
bright, aggressive, and a hard worker. He got 
the “seniority” treatment. 

We know the TM at this plant. He is a fine, 
personable fellow, but as aggressive as Mr. 
Milquetoast. We believe that he could have pre- 
vented that layoff. Not only could he have held 
on to a valuable assistant, but he would have 
done the man and the company a valuable ser- 
vice, 

For example, we know that this young man 
was laid off in the middle of a study on causes 
of the company’s product shipment damage. The 
man referred to this study regretfully. He said 
that. although it could have singled out the one 
major cause of damage with an obvious solution, 
it would be dropped. 

According te the department's records, that 
one type of damage caused a $9000 loss last 
year. If that young man would not have been 
laid off, the study continued, and corrective 
measures applied, the company may have stop- 
ped that loss. Even if the loss could be cut only 
by half, the company would have saved more 
than the man’s salary. 

In addition, the company would have im- 
proved customer and dealer relations. Equally 
important, the department would have had an 
incentive and a boost in morale. 


How does one get such a post mortem across 
to that company’s top management? 


This young fellow needn't worry about his 
future. We made just one ‘phone call in his be- 
half. Tomorrow, he will be interviewed for an- 
other job. And, unless we are greatly mistaken, 
his name no longer will be on the role of the 
five million unemployed. 

We recite this case to make a two-point plea. 
One (for top management): If you must layoff, 
don't do it on a categorical basis. It is very 
wrong to dismiss all who have the shortest term 
of employment, all single people, or all over 
some age. 

Each employe facing separation should be 
asked, “Is the work you are doing so vital to 
our company that it should be continued with- 
out interruption?” Ask him or her to explain 
fully exactly what that project is and why it is 
so vital. 

Point two (for department heads): When 
business activity slows up, call a staff meeting. 
Explain the imminence of layoffs. Say that the 
only way to prevent them is to find ways that 
the company can boost its profits and improve 
its product or service. 

Whip up a real brainstorming session. If any- 
thing worth while comes of it, bring it to top 
management's attention at once. Your boss, 
probably more harassed and worried than you, 
will be grateful to know that you are giving him 
real support. 

Yes, it is in times like these that ability and 
leadership are needed.

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Pneumatic Dunnage 


To The Editor: 

Your readers may be interested in 
our experience with the new pneu- 
matic dunnage (DA, Dec. 1957, p. 56: 
“Inflatable Dunnage—Who Uses It 
and Why”). 

We have been using this dunnage 
for over a year, and have had excel- 
lent results. However, we still are 
conducting experiments to determine 
the best way in which to use the ma- 
terial. 

Up to this point all of our pneu- 
matic dunnage shipments have been 
to our own district warehouses. The 
deflated bags are returned to us by 
motor carrier. In each rail car in 
which we use the pillows we include a 
strong fibreboard box, pre-addressed, 
for pillow return. 

Up to this time we have had no 
repair problems. None of the pillows 
has been punctured. Our first few 
cars were shipped with borrowed pil- 
lows. Since that time we have pur- 
chased more than 50 of the units. 
While we still are experimenting, the 
pillows have become standard pro- 
cedure in our operation. 

In our experiments we have used 
the inflatable dunnage in various 
parts of the car. In some cars the 
dunnage has been placed in the center 
of the load. In others we have divided 
the load in three sections, using the 
pillows about one-third of the dis- 
tance from each car wall. On still 
other loads we have placed two pil- 
lows at each end of the car. 

We still have not determined which 
method is best, but we do know that 
we are enjoying a better claims record 
through use of the dunnage.

To date we have shipped more than 
3,000 cars of paper board protected 
by pneumatic dunnage (see photo). 
Results have been very satisfactory. 
Some of the material is shipped in 
roll form, and others are sheeted and 
packed on skids. 

The movement is from Oswego, 
N., Y.; Menominee, Mich., and Roth 
child, Wis., to Newnan, Ga., and 
Menasha and Wausau, Wis. 

We have used the material since 
July, 1956. Our first order for 
bags was placed in September of the 
sme year. We have experiences

The dunnage is used in both intra- 
and inter-plant shipments. The pil- 
lows are returned by leased truck or 
express.

We have estimated our dunnage 
costs as follows: 
Wall anchor 65,000-lb load $16.44 
Crib bracing 65,000-lb load 14.55 
Pneumatic 75,000-lb load 3.23 

We have found that pneumatic dun- 
nage has many features that are more 
favorable than those of previous 
methods. Ease of installation and re- 
moval are among the most important. 
The safety factor cannot be over- 
looked. Average weight per carload 
was increased from 66,000 to 75,000 
lb; and loading and unloading per- 
sonnel are strongly in favor of the 
equipment.

Storage Layout 
After the warehouses are se- 
lected, the storage layout and the 
pallet system must be planned. 
This requires careful analysis of 
production and sales—an evalua- 
tion of space to products and vol- 
ume turnover. In this

The inside layout should have a 
working aisle area of 15-20 ft ad- 
joining the rail siding, a center 
aisle of 20 ft and lateral aisles of 
10 ft. This will permit fast maneu- 
vering of fork trucks, easy turning 
of tractor trains, and quick load- 
ing and unloading of pallets from 
piles. Bay areas then are set up by 
pallet size and volume of movement.

HE DAY of “total transportation” may be closer 
than we think—thanks at least in part to trailer- 
ship service. 

Basically, total transportation is the integration 
of two or more modes of carriage to provide the 
shipper with a unified service. Along with piggy- 
back, and other forms of containerized shipping, 
trailership service fits this definition. 

Perhaps the most successful of the current sea- 
land operations is that offered by Pan-Atlantic 
Steamship Co. and its affiliate, Waterman Steamship 
Corp. Both firms are subsidiaries of McLean Indus- 
tries, Inc. 

Pan-Atlantic added Wilmington, Del., to its trailer- 
ship ports of call last month. This brought the num- 
ber of Atlantic and Gulf ports served by P-A sea- 
land service to six. In addition to Wilmington, the 
service includes New York-Newark, Tampa, Miami, 
New Orleans, and Houston. Waterman operates be- 
tween New York-Newark and Wilmington, and Ponce 
and San Juan, Puerto Rico.

P-A’s sea-land service is a lift-on-lift-off opera- 
tion. The two firms have five trailerships in opera- 
tion, with a sixth scheduled for the Puerto Rico run 
this spring. All of the ships are converted C-2’s. 
Each ship has a capacity of 226 trailer bodies 
(standard 35-ft trailers with a 20-ton capacity). 

Only the trailer bodies are carried. The boxes are 
detached from trailer undercarriages and lifted on 
board ship by special shipboard cranes. Each vessel 
has two such cranes, one mounted fore and one aft. 
The traveling cranes are rated at 30-ton capacity. 

Low water freight rates combined with the flexi- 
bility of truck transportation is the chief selling 
point of sea-land service. The low rates, plus lower 
dock costs and faster loading and unloading, permits 
Pan-Atlantic to undercut land tariffs between East 
and Gulf coasts by some 20 per cent. 

The company can unload and reload one of the 
converted C-2’s in about 12 hours, with two 15-man 
longshore crews. Five crews need a minimum of 24 
hours to load and unload a conventional C-2 with

Other savings, according to the company, are real- 
ized through lower loss and damage, less pilferage, 
and a reduced amount of packaging which, in turn, 
cuts tare. For the first six months of 1957, OS&D 
claims on the Newark-Houston run southbound 
amounted to .024¢ per ton. The figure was .009¢ per 
ton northbound. 

Pan-Atlantic picks up cargo in its own tractor 
trailers. Pick-ups are made within the port terminal 
areas; and Pan-Atlantic employes drive the tractors. 
The company also accepts interline It] and truckload 
shipments. Such shipments usually originate out of 
the terminal.

Earning A Bonus in Battery 


Management-level planning can contribute greatly to efficient battery- 


HETHER you have a small or large investment 

in electric trucks and battery equipment, you 

can make important capital and operating 
savings from a planned battery shop. 

There are various systems for charging, maintain- 
ing, and repairing batteries. But, there is a “best way” 
for each operation. To obtain maximum efficiency, the 
battery room layout and equipment should be tailored 
to the job. 

Here are some decisions to be made in planning a 
shop. There are three possible situations—the new 
shop in a new plant, the new shop in the old plant, and 
enlarging an old shop in an old plant. Planning the new 
shop in the new plant or, to a lesser degree, the new 
shop in the old plant, offers the most leeway. However, 
many of the considerations to be discussed can be 
applied profitably to existing facilities. 

Management should decide at the start what records 
and reports will be needed. Officials also should decide 
whether batteries will be repaired as well as main- 
tained, and the extent of repair operations. Future 
requirements also should be considered. 


Battery Room 


The battery room should be placed so as to mini- 
mize travel time. In very large plants, more than one 
shop may be best. One centralized battery shop, how- 
ever, generally is more efficient. Supervision is better. 
Maintenance of both batteries and charging equip- 
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ment also is improved in the centralized shops. 

For maximum performance, several large plants 
take batteries to both rider-type and powered hand- 
trucks on a trailer, then make the change on the spot. 

The principal function of the battery room is 
charging. Selecting the equipment requires care. 
First, you must choose between motor-generator set 
chargers and rectifiers. Then the size of the charging 
units must be determined. If a great many batteries 
are to be serviced now with no increase in the future, 
consider large motor-generator sets with multiple 
circuits. Most manufacturers of motor-generator sets 
make four-circuit, eight-circuit, and 16-cir 
One or two large motor-generator sets are cheaper 


iit units. 


than many smaller ones. Operational flexibility can 
be obtained by interconnecting the large units, if 
there is more than one. In this way, current from all 
generating units can be distributed to any of the 
charging circuits. 

If, however, there are only a few trucks and addi- 
tional purchases are unlikely, consider single circuit 
chargers, either motor-generator sets or rectifiers. 

Placement of the charging equipment is important. 
Charging equipment often is placed at the side of the 
charging room with the motor-generator set, and the 
control panel enclosed by a wire guard. However, 
many single unit chargers of both types are fully 
enclosed. These often are placed out in the open along 


a wall. 
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Spring-loaded cable reels keep charging leads out of way. 
Each truck’s space is marked on floor, numbered on wall

There 
are many nvenient methods of placing the leads 
within re: the charging racks while keeping 
them out of the way. Overhead conduits with the 
leads hangin own to the battery often are used.

K VERYTHING in the future 
4 of the nation’s transporta- 
tion industry is great—including 
the problem of raising capital to 
buy the spectacular equipment 
that science is creating. 

Most major forms of trans- 
portation are involved in this 
problem. Government actions, 
solutions for some, may create 
problems for others. 

This, in brief, is the future 
seen by transportation execu- 
tives at The 1958 National 
Transportation Outlook and 
Planning Conference. It was 
sponsored by The Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States 
and cooperating national trans 
portation associations. Meetings 
were in Washington, D. C. 

The government actions most 
transportation leaders asked 
were rate changes, less com 
petition from military and pri 
vate carriers, and the end of 
wartime excise taxes. 

But, looking beyond the prob 
lems and _ studies, leaders’ in 
transportation, finance, and gov- 
ernment saw a great public need 
and bright future for common 
carriage. 

Speaking on “Congress and 
Transportation” were Rep. Her- 
bert C. Bonner, chairman, Com- 
mittee on Merchant Marine and 
Fisheries; Rep. Oren Harris, 
chairman, Committee on Inter 
state and Foreign Commerce; 
and Frank Barton, transporta 
tion counsel for the Surface 
Transportation Subcommittee of 
the Senate Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce Committee.

T the United Glass Company, 
our Oakland, Calif., distrib- 
utorship, four men used to 

stop their normal work for two 
hours to unload a truckload of 
windshields. Now, one man does 
the same job in 15 minutes. 

When curved windshields first 
became popular, United preferred 
to receive most of its windshields 
in individual cartons because it 
aided handling. 

These took a lot of space, even 
though they stacked them as high 
as possible. As more and more 
curved windshields were used, the 
problems of space and handling 
became greater. In addition, the 
carriers complained that the low

density (space-weight ratio) and 
high damage risk were making 
windshields unprofitable freight. 
The carriers’ complaint finally re- 
sulted in an appeal to the ICC for 
a higher freight rate. 

With freight already a consider- 
able item, serious study was given 
to this problem by our company 
and its distributors. 

Many ideas were tried and the 
answer finally appeared to be a 
bulk package carrying from 15 to 
50 curved windshield units with 
the weight running from 500 to 
over 1000 lb. This afforded far 
better protection against breakage 
and solved the carriers’ complaint 
of big bulk with low weight. At

the same time it saved warehouse 
space for the distributors. But 
the cases were far too heavy to 
handle manually. A lift truck 
seemed to be the answer. The 
company selected a stand-up fork 
truck because of its efficiency for 
on and off operation and its ma- 
neuverability. Now one man, with 
the lift truck, unloads a complete 
shipment and puts it in storage 
in about 15 minutes. The cases are 
stacked up to the ceiling, utilizing 
new storage area. 

A nice bonus also was discov- 
ered, in that racks could be built 
between the roof trusses forming 
a balcony where the slower mov- 
ing numbers could be stored. 

At first, United planned to use 
the fork truck for unloading only, 
but now it is being used almost 
full time by the stock men to fill 
orders. 

The actual savings were esti- 
mated to show a two-year payoff. 
If a dollar-value could be placed 
on such savings as freeing of floor 
space, one-man order filling, re- 
duction of breakage and better

This often increases a company’s 
distribution points and frequently 
makes it unnecessary to warehouse 
spot stocks.

A pool car is a carload made up 
of small lots, shipped to several 
consignees. They are sent to public 
warehouses at central points for 
distribution. Goods not consigned 
to a purchaser are stored. The sav-

A consolidated car is a carload 
assembled by a forwarder or ware- 
house from several shippers and 
consigned to a public warehouse for 
distribution to any number of con- 
signees.

of data processing. In some of the 
largest installations this data then 
is fed into an electronic computer. 
Within two hours all of the data on 
as many as 10,000 orders per day 
can be computed and any answer or 
combination of answers acheived. 

This enables the manufacturer to 
determine every morning the stock 
on hand throughout the country, 
to tabulate orders and tonnages 
shipped the previous day, and to 
schedule immediately his production 
and shipments on the basis of this 
information. 

It sounds almost fantastic since 
he may be processing 10,000 orders 
through 15 warehouses handling an 
average of 300 carloads of freight 
consisting of up to 300 items in as 
many as 500,000 packages. 

Electronic data processing is one 
of the miracles just reaching the 
public warehouse. Just as the fork 
truck and pallet have become com- 
monplace in warehouses today, so

will electronic data processing be- 
come standard in the warehouses of 
tomorrow. Probably a dozen ware- 
houses have some of these electronic 
operations at work today. Tomorrow 
at least 100 will be using them—a 
decade from now, over 1000. 

Coast-to-coast order processing 
through distribution warehouses 
via radio, teletype, and electronic 
computers has reduced order trans- 
mission to minutes and delivery to 
the consumer anywhere in the U. S. 
to a matter of two days. 


Measuring Costs 


The final phase of the distribu- 
tion center operation is constant 
evaluation of costs through a work 
measurement program. 

The time has passed when a ware- 
houseman can judge operating effi- 
ciency by whether he handled five 
cars a day or 25 cars per week. 
Today the warehouseman in charge 
of a distribution center operation 


must develop a sound program 
based on standard performance. He 
should compare these with the man- 
ufacturer’s standard or normal rate 
of materials handling. If he is to 
fit into the distribution picture of 
industry, he must be able to show a 
better performance rate than the 
manufacturer. 

The development of standard 
rates of materials handling and 
order processing can be accom- 
plished easily by keeping time 
charts on each carload or truckload 
handled and on each order filled. 

There are three distinct types of 
work performance standards. 
Which to use is dependent on the 
account and the type of product to 
be handled. The simplest measure- 
ment is tonnage handled per man- 
hour. Of course, different standards 
are set for different types of prod- 
ucts. The second measurement is 
number of units handled per hour. 
The third is order processed and 
filled per hour. Probably a combina- 
tion of all three will be used to 
evaluate each account. 

Cost records on a per ton han- 
dling basis can be arrived at easily

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through time sheets on each car 
handled. By the same process, cost 
per order can be evaluated from 
office processing records. Finally, 
the effectiveness of a warehouse 
foreman and layout can be arrived 
at from the ton miles of freight 
handled by fork truck. Often over- 
looked is the fact that equipment is 
costly and its maintenance, repair, 
and replacement can double in a 
poorly laid out warehouse. In this 
situation, fork lifts may be produc- 
ing 20 tons of freight per mile in- 
stead of 40. 

Today we are on the threshold 
of a new era in production and dis- 
tribution that will surpass anything 
we ever imagined. It will far out- 
distance any normal standards 
achieved even in the past ten years. 
This calls for bold new concepts in 
the field of distribution, since con- 
tinued American world leadership 
and prosperity depend on a distri- 
bution system that will not fail. 

It must not fail in meeting the 
demands of providing more goods 
for more people at the right time 
and place at continuously lower 
costs.

According to a late higher court 


decision the owner of stored goods 
cannot prevent the warehouseman 
from selling the goods by paying a 
part of the delinquent charges. 

For illustration, in General Busi 
ness Law, paragraph 95, 118, the 
testimony showed that the owne? I 
stored goods owed the warehousema 
a balance of $120. The owner of the 
goods received a notice from the 
warehouseman that his goods would 
be sold at public auction unless at 
once this amount of $120 was paid. 
The owner of the goods sent the war 
houseman $38.69 and explained rea 
sons why this amount should full) 
cover the warehouseman’s lawful and 
reasonable charges. The warehou 
man then sold the goods for charg: 
overdue, according to his books. 

In subsequent litigation, the his 
court held that the owner of 
stored goods could recover no dan 
ages or other payment fron 
warehouseman. This court explained 
that part payment on overdue stor 
age bill by the owner of goods stored 
has no legal effect to prevent th« 
warehouseman from selling the good 
for valid overdue of delinquent stor- 
age charges. 


Can a bailee, as warehouseman, 
hold the owner of stored goods 
to a clause in fine print?

After spending a great deal of time 
reviewing leading higher court deci- 
sions involving fraud, I have formu- 
lated a dependable legal rule, as fol- 
lows: A seller of merchandise, real 

» or other commodity is guiity of 
fraud if the testimony proves these 
facts: (1) That the seller made a 
material representation; (2) that it 
was false; (3) that he made it when 
he knew it was false, or made it reck- 
lessly, without any knowledge of its 
truth and as a positive assertion; (4) 
that he made it with the intention 
that it should be acted upon by the 
purchaser; (5) that the purchaser 
acted in reliance upon it; (6) that he 
thereby suffered injury, and (7) that 
all these facts must be proven with a 
reasonable degree of certainty, and 
all of them must be found to exist. 
The absence of any of them is fatal to 
a recovery on the basis of fraud.
